Yestigation was this: Mr, Sntton art 
aressfd two letters ot inquiry to svorj 
town in Iowa of SCO inhabitants and over 
Tiese letters were addressed to two re 
publicans by name in each town whert 
he had acquaintances, and where he ha' 
none, one letter was addressed to "An 
Leading Republican," and tho other to 
"Ibe Leading Pastor." The letters which 
llr. Button wrote, were, as a rule, ans 
wered, and from these answers ho com 
piled hifl report 


The result of the inquiries shows thai 


there were 1,800 open saloons in Iowa 
when -prohibition was adopted throe 
years ago, while now there 1,837, and 4<X 
sell "on the sly." In some of the towns 
of course, prohibition is a success, but in 
tho larger places tho traffic haa increased 
and tho result is more mischievous than 
over before. There is no remedy for this 
evil under the present law; and 
the 


mayors of Eeofcuk, Burlington, Daven- 
port, Council Bluffs, Dubuque, Sioux 
City, Clinton and Ottnmwa have recently 
issued a call for a convention o£ repre- 
sentatives from all Iowa towns of over 
(our thousand population to urge upon 
the coming session o? the legislature the 
propriety of modifying the law BO as 
allow tho application of the high-license 
principle in all large towns. 


' It will bo seen from these faota that 
the prohibitory law ii virtually a dead 
letter iu tho cities named. Liquor ia sold 
withont restraint, and neither too cities 
nor tho state derive any revenue from the 
tariff. 
Tho mayors who have jailed a 


convention claim that if a license o£ 


Sl.OOO was exacted, mor o than half of the 
s&loons now open could bo olosed. Ij 
is not the desire of these officials to do 


away with the present law, but to simply 
dd a local option amendment, giving 
towns and cities containing a oertoiu 
number ot inhaoitants, the right to im- 
pose a high license upon all saloons that 
are allowed to continue the traffic. 


But judging from the experience of 


tho past it is not likely that the proposed 
amendment to tho present law will meet 
with favor among the extreme prohibi- 
tionists of Iowa. It is an unfortunate- 
thing 
that the radical prohibitionist 


wants complete prohibition 
or noth- 


ing; because a man acting on that prin- 
cipl», generally falls and gets nothing. 


The wiser plan would be to get all the 


possible good out of the temperance 
movement. If complete prohibition is 
practically impossible, then get partial 
probibition. It IB an excellent principle 
to act upon;to,'do that.which will give the 
boot Jesuits. Hal fa, loaf is better than 
no b'read'at all, and in the temperance 
movement which has the support of all 
friends of moral reform, itisjfar better 
to have partial prohibition than no pro- 
hibition coupled with an open defiance 
of tho law.

MISCELLANEOUS. 


When data oldagobegin ? At forty-five, 


it is said, the amount of combustion whicli 
teeps the furnace of the human body in 
blast commences to decrease and diminishes 
until three-score ycara and ten, more or 
less, when the fires arc drawn and the 
flickering flamo dies out.
